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LET’S TAKE A LOOK 
By H. L. Chesser, General Overseer 


Just for a few minutes let us look 
into the General Secretary’s office 
and see what some of the problems 
are with which they deal month after 
month. 

Now let us open the mail and check 
reports from the churches. Here is 
one—there is not enough money to 
cover all items listed. Tithe of tithes 
~ — 5 per cent missions so much, 

e offering so much, Sunday 
Schuck ii rature so much, and when 
the total is added, we are $4.76 short 
of enough money to cover all the items 
listed. The report is marked showing 
the amount of money-enclosed and 
whether it was a check, postal note, 
money order, or cash. Then write a 
letter to the clerk telling him of the 
mistake in not sending enough money. 
But the clerk failed to sign his name. 
Who shall we write? Here is another 
that gave no address, and this one 
is not clear enough to tell who it is. 
We shall just have to look at the 
serial number and go to the files and 
get the name or address so we can 
get a letter on its way to correct the 
error. Then some send money and no 
report; some send reports and no 
money. Before it is all settled, maybe 
two or three letters are passed back 
and forth, and many days, sometimes 
weeks, have elapsed. Maybe next 
month extra money will be enclosed 
with report and no explanation as to 
what it is for. Please state clearly 
what money is for when you send it, 
and double check to see that the 
amount sent is correct. Be sure to 
give your name and address. 

Now let us open some letters con- 
taining ministers’ reports. Here is one 
with no name signed. Wonder whose 
report that is? We shall have to go 
to the files and look for that serial 
number, so wé.can give him credit 
for the insurance premium. Much time 
is lost because of failure on the part 
of the minister to sign his name to 
his report or to write plainly enough 
to tell whether it is W. L. or W. E. 
get proper credit for money sent in, 
you must write plainly. 

Here is another. Let us see. It is 
rather bulky. What all is in there 
anyway? Oh, I see. Here are reports 
for four months—no aged ters 
one per cent, no insurance premiums, 
no communication—just four reports 
and no address, and we can’t write 
him. May I. suggest that we pay in- 
surance premiums six months or one 
year in advance; then we shall be 
sure our policy is in force. Please sign 
your name and give your address. 

Here is another. It reads, “Enclosed 
you will find $1.20 insurance. I want 
a $2,000 policy with the Metropolitan 
Group Insurance.” But we shall have 
to write him and return his money, 
since exhorters are not eligible for 
the group insurance. Please don’t send 
money asking for insurance. If you 
are not a with regulations 
relative to the group insurance, write 
for information, and it will be furn- 
ished freely. 

Here is a letter with a check order- 
= | some merchandise or paying a 
bill. Yes, we are always glad to see 


either one. Did you know that Brother 
John Doe failed to endorse that check, 
and we shall have to send it back to 
him for endorsement before we can 
deposit it. 

ese are a few of the —— 
that slow down production, not sa ying 
anything about the check that ha 
rubber in it which caused it to bounce, 
and it has taken months to straighten 
it out, with some misunderstanding, 
many letters, and around and around 
we go. 

Let us look in at the Publishing 
House offices for a glimpse or two. 
They are opening the mail, also. Here 
is an order for some merchandise and 
money for a down payment. The order 
is filled; merchandise is shipped to 
the one ordering, and we call him 
John Doe. Next month John Doe does 
not send payment. Here is a letter 
with $22.30 payment and a letter 
signed by Annie Williams. Annie Wil- 
liams does not have an account here. 
She never said: anything about who 
ordered the merchandise on which she 
was making a payment. John Doe gets 
a statement, and he writes back say- 
ing the payment has been sent—what 
is wrong with the system? Annie won- 
ders why they are writing her. She 

sent $22.30 to settle the account. John 

Doe gets another statement and re- 
fuses to write giving any further ex- 
planation. John Doe owes an account; 
Annie Williams wonders why they 
keep writing John Doe. She paid the 
account. Just a few words of explana- 
tion on the part of John Doe and 
Annie Williams will straighten out the 
tangled thread, and John Doe’s credit 
will be okay again. 

Let us list some of the problems 
“in Jerusalem” and try not to make 
the same mistake again: Not enough 
money to cover items listed; money 
from Sunday School secretary but no 
Sunday School named to give credit 
to; no name signed to report; no ad- 
dress given; not written plain enough 
to understand; reported on another’s 
report form (they are filed by number 
and not by name); insurance for two, 
but put the record of full amount in 
block on your report; failure to send 
aged ministers’ one per cent; paid on 
net receipts instead of one receipts; 
sent —— report instead of origin- 
al; sending payment when no account 
charged in your name, no explanation 
as to what account payment is to be 
credited; failed to endorse check and 
refusing to cooperate in correspond- 
ence to regulate the irregularities. 

Much time is lost when we are so 
careless about these things. Let us 
check again and see if we have ex- 
plained everything, and be sure there 
is no rubber in our checks. It takes 
much time to follow through.

The Precious Blood of Jesus

“But if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
sin.” The Moffatt Translation reads, 
“But if we live and move within the 
light as he is within the light, then 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus his Son cleanses 
us from every sin.” 

One of the most remarkable facts 
about the blood of Jesus is that it 
makes a full and complete satisfac- 
tion and settlement for every sin in 
every form. In support of this, 1 John 
2:2 says, “And he is the propitiation 
for our sins: and not for ours only, 
but also for the sins of the whole 
world.” Yes, His blood blots out sins 
and sin, removes every unpleasant 
feeling and 7 ee of life, 
and plants wit the soul of man 
the assurance that he is accepted “in 
the Beloved.” Then his obligation and 
duty is to walk in the light or put 
into action exactly what the Word of 
God says. Believe it, do it, and the 
result is FELLOWSHIP with God and 
our fellow Christians. Such a state of 
being and conduct is full proof that 
we are no longer under the law of sin 
and death, but under the law of the 
spirit of life in Christ Jesus. For al- 
though we were at one time con- 
demned by sin, THE BLOOD OF JE- 
SUS CHRIST PAID 
FOR OUR ETERNAL REDEMPTION, 
as in Heb. 9:12 we read, “Neither by 
the blood of goats and calves, but by 
his own blood he entered in once into 
the holy place, having obtained eter- 
nal redemption for us.” Thank God 
for the full ransom that He provided 
for lost humanity. Under the law there 
was a remembrance of sin every year, 
because the power of sin could not be 
removed by the offering of goats and 
calves. But the blood of Jesus Christ 
removes the curse and memory of sin. 
The precious blood of Jesus also re- 
moved us from the law and its con- 
demning power. Notice what Paul says 
in Gal. 3:13, 14: “Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law, 
being made a curse for us: for it is 
written, Cursed is every one that 
ar on a tree. That the blessing 
of Abraham might come on the Gen- 
tiles through Jesus Christ; that we 
might receive the promise of the Spirit 
through faith.” 

Again, the blood of Jesus Christ 
opened the door of eternal life to all 
men. In Rom. 6:23 we read, “For the 
wages of sin is death; but the gift 
of God is eternal life through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” There is no doubt 
about what God has provided for lost 
humanity through the blood of His 
Son. Near two thousand years ago He 
made His contribution to the world 
(His only begotten Son), and in that 
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one act the door of eternal life for 
man was opened wide, and all who 
obey Him shall enter in. Heb. 5:9, “And 
being made perfect, he became the 
author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey him.” Yes, only those 
who will humble themselves and obey 
God can enter that door of eternal 
life. It was a tremendous price to pay, 
but the Son of God was interested in 
you and me and the whole world; and 
though we were steeped in sin and 
unworthy of the least of God’s favors, 
Jesus was the only Man who was 
eligible to die for us. But He, bein 

perfect, became the Author of eterna 


life for all who will accept Him.

God, but excepted one note in his 
life to play for elf. Of course, he 
admitted, one note held in reserve 
was enough to spoil the whole tune 
of life. But Jesus, in considering our 
salvation, held nothing in reserve. 
Heb. 10:9 says, “Then said he, Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God.

HONOLULU SUNDAY SCHOOL BUS— 
A MUST 


All Sunday School classes, represent- 
ing people of 11 countries, determined. 
Now have Government officials as- 
sisting. 

Read Brother Grier W. Hawkins’ 
letter: 

“Dear Brother Walker: Greetings 
through the precious blood of Jesus. 
I had written to you some time ago 
about a church bus for the Sunday 
School, and since then we have been 
working every place possible in Hono- 
lulu to raise money for this purpose. 
Every class is working to patch the 
quilt with dollar bills, and t. will be 
used for the bus. In two weeks we 
have reached $500 and are still going, 
for the people see how badly we need 
transportation. This is what we did 
when we first built the church, and it 
isn’t often that we can repeat a drive 
and be successful, but it is worth strik- 
ing when the iron is hot. 

Saturday night we had a mission ser- 
vice here, and we had people to rep- 
resent 11 different countries. It real- 
ly did inspire the people to do what 
they can to carry the gospel to the 
needy places even here in the Islands. 

I must tell you the good news we 
have just received. I went to see Ben 
Dillinham, head of the so-called ‘Big 
Five,’ who are the main leaders for 
the Islands, and talked to him about 
our camps and neglected sections and 
of our plan to teach the young boys 
and girls ef these places. I told him 
how we were working to secure busses 
to bring them into church on Sun- 
days, and asked if he could help us 
with this worthy cause. He was not 
permitted to give money to churches, 
but he has charge of the Honolulu 
Railway busses, and he is letting us 
use one of his large busses and giving 
a tank of gas each week to bring 
them in until we can get a bus our- 
selves. Of course, one of the employees 
must drive the bus, but that problem 
is easily solved, as one of our men 
works for the company and has agreed 
to drive the bus. We hope the Sunday 
School reaches the 200, or even 300 
or 400, mark within a few weeks. We 
know God has helped us in this mat- 
ter, and to Him we give all the praise.” 


MOVEMENT OF THE CHURCH OF 
GOD IN THE CHACO, ARGENTINA 

The Churches of God in the Chaco 
fought with all the strength they pos- 
sessed in the year 1951, spiritually as 
well as materially. The Church in- 
augurated several new churches of a 
few members with good success. In 
several places they have experienced 


blessings of the Holy Spirit, and in 
some Glaces we have had spiritual dif-

May God bless 
us in the year 1952 that we may be 
able to do something for our Saviour. 
We need a church in the capital, 
Chaco Resistencia. We shall appreciate 
your help. 

Re: The balance of the Church of 
God in Saenz Pena, we are already 
preparing to pass the information to 
the Central Church. The auditors have 
all ready been named, and in a few 
days we shall send exact information 
to the Central Church about the cash 
on hand. We are going to ask Central 
that they authorize us to invest what 
remains from the expenses for the 
purchase of property in Resistencia 
for a church, and with the help of 
the Central Church, construct church- 
es in Resistencia, Tres, Isletas, and 
Castelli; there are many souls to save. 

Without further events in this re- 
gion, the territory around Margarita 
Belen goes well; I had to yield the 
increase of the same church for the 
expenses of the pastor, and in his 
vicinity all goes well. In North Castelli 
all is progressing well but materially 
weak, and in Formosa well. In all the 
churches all is well. The battle was 
hard but we have the victory. Amen.

Paris, France—A modern version of 
the New Testament in Russian is be- 
ing Pe a ape with the assistance of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
This will be the first attempt at a 
modern Russian version in nearly one 
hundred years. A commission respon- 
sible for this important task has been 
working for the past six months under 
the chairmanship of Donald A. Low- 
rie, YMCA secretary in Paris. 


CHURCHES OPEN IN RUSSIA 

There are sixty churches open in 
Moscow, and 20,000 in the Soviet Un- 
ion, according to a report given to the 





Bishop of Fulham (Anglican) by Pa- 
triarch Alexis of the Russian Ortho- 
dox Church. 


“It may be said that there is a 
strongly-pulsing church and religious 
life in the Soviet Union,” was the ob- 
servation to the press by Dr. Martin 
Niemoeller, German cleric who recent- 
ly visited Russia in the interests of 
fostering church fellowship between 
the Evangelical Church in Germany 
and the Orthodox Chrisitans of the 
East and particularly of Russia. Nie- 
moeller reported a lengthy discussion 
with the Patriarch of the Russian Or- 
thodox Church and said he was whol- 
ly convinced that “here Christians 
met to pray in gratitude of the de- 
voutest kind. Here I found real spiri- 
tual life,” he declared.

Ceylon—Because of the demand to 
make Buddhism the state religion of 
Ceylon, the need for Christian litera- 
ture is especially urgent there, accord- 
ing to Vincent Mendis, of the United 
Society for Christian Literature in 
pee gm as reported by the Ecumeni- 
cal Press Service. “This is incident to 
the national awakening,” Mr. Mendis 
declared, “and it may well be that the 
time will come when no direct evange- 
lism will be possible.” 


YFC PLANS INTERNATIONAL 
MEETING 
Chicago—Youth for Christ Interna- 


tional has completed preliminary 
plans for 13 national, regional, and 


world conferences in 1952, Executive 
Director Ted W. Engstrom announced. 
Highlights of the year will be the sev- 
enth annual YFC International Con- 
vention at Winona Lake, Indiana, 
from June 29 to July 13, and the fifth 
World Congress on Evangelism at Bel- 
fast, Ireland, August 10-17. 


CATHOLICS BOLT ROMAN CHURCH 

A priest, Abbe Massin, and some 
forty members of the Roman Catholic 
parish of Saint-Severin, Paris, decid- 
ed in October to leave the Church of 
Rome. 

Given as reasons for their break 
with Rome were the facts of “the sin- 
le bond between God and His crea- 
ures,” and the rejection of a “third 
party as mediator” between God and 
His creatures. They rejected “any 
Church whatsoever claiming to be the 
exclusive dispenser of communica- 
tions from God to man.” They re- 
jected, also, the doctrine of Church 
Sacraments presupposing “the auto- 
matic distribution of God’s grace at 
the command of actions by men,” and 
the idea of any church “idolatrously 
claiming to hold its human structures, 
forms of organization, and methods 
of government by absolute revelation 
from God, and imposed on the world 
as necessary to salvation.” 


USE OF TELEVISION URGED 


Greater use by the church of radio 
and television was urged at the an- 
nual meeting of the National Luth- 
eran Council in Atlantic City, N. J., 
by the Rev. Joseph Simonson, execu- 
tive secretary of the Division of Pub-. 
lic Relations of the NLC. The church 
has not entered into either of these 
fields of influencing human thought 
nearly as much as possible, and parti- 
cularly in television, according to Mr. 


‘Simonson. He pointed out that TV is 


only five years old, but already there 
are 13 million receivers in 26 per cent 
of our homes. There are 107 TV sta- 
tions, and by the end of 1952 it is es- 
timated there. will be 20 million sets 
with 100 million persons in the TV 
audience. Mr. Simonson called for the 
development of personnel and tech- 
niques, and for the assurance of suf- 
ficient funds in order to utilize the 
new medium as an instrr- ent of 
evangelism.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF WEST COAST 
BIBLE SCHOOL 


Just three years ago, in Pasadena, 
Calif., the West Coast Bible School 
had its beginning. During these past 
three years it has enjoyed an out- 
standing growth. Let us recount brief- 
ly the history of our school. 

The West Coast Bible School was 
formally opened in February, 1949. It 
was quartered in the Church of God, 
Pasadena, Calif. During this first term 
the School gained much strength. 

The 1949-50 term opened in Pasa- 
dena on September 12. With a High 
School Department added, a consider- 
able number of students were gained, 
and the School progressed rapidly.

This very 
successful term was closed April 21, 
1950, with the School showing prolific 
growth.

Temple. During this term the School 


was.firmly established. People all over 
the nation learned the Church of God 
had a great Bible School on the West 
Coast. 

Those attending this 1951-52 term 
realize West Coast Bible School is or- 
dained of God.

Unsaved students cannot remain for 
any length of time without giving 
their hearts to God. At present there 
are only a very few students who have 
not received the Holy Ghost. 

A Fresno county school official in- 
formed the faculty a few weeks ago 
that West Coast Bible School had one 
of the best organized small high school 
departments in the State of California.

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Paul Hollister writes of an airplane 
trip over the Grand Canyon from Los 
Angeles to New York. While flying 
over the Canyon, he noticed the wing 
of the plane flapping up and down a 
distance of about one yard, which 
caused him to feel about.as nervous 
as the air that was causing the wing 
tips to flap. 

Of course, he arrived at La Guardia 
Field right on time, but he kept won- 
dering about the possibilities of danger 
caused by the flapping of those wing 
tips while flying over the Grand Can- 
yon, and if the plane was a safe bet 
in which to return. ? 

The next day after his arrival at 
New York he happened to run into 
the pilot and mentioned the wobble in 
the wing. 

“Oh, sure, the captain replied, 
“that wobble is built in on purpose... 
Sometimes she really flaps as much 
as six feet or more. All built in. On 
the drawing board and into the steel, 
and past all the tests. Have to have 
elasticity, you see? If the wing was 
rigid, it could snap and that would 
not be so good. The engineers call it 
tolerance. All built into the wing from 
the drawing board on through into 
every part of the wing.” 

After reading the story I began to 
think of sanctified tolerance that is 
so necessary to our peace and safety. 
Not compromise, but elasticity of a 
kind that bears and forbears. We can 
be so rigid and noncompromising in

certain things that we shall snap un- 
pred the stress and strain of life’s fric- 
on. 

Firmness can become stubbornness, 
and sometimes in our attempt to 
stand for right we can be so rigid 
and inflexible that we snap. 

We need sanctified tolerance in our 
homes, churches, and in everyday life. 
And we need the kind that is built 
into our very nature and emotions 
by the full experience of sanctifica- 

on, 

The negative side of sanctification 
is the eradication of “the old man, 
the elimination of “the carnal mind.” 
But the positive side is the putting on 
of “the new man,” or built-in holiness 
that enables one to stand the strain 
without snapping. And it is well for 
us to remember that this must be 
built into our very nature and emo- 
tions from the drafting board on up 
through all the tests. This requires 
much more than the second definite 
work of grace, but it is also equally 
true that this built-in sanctified tol- 
erance cannot be attained without 
first the definite eradication of all 
alloy of a foreign substance, any more 
than a plane wing can pass the tests 
with inferior metal built into its struc- 
ture. So, brethren, we need to be sanc- 
tified holy and wholly, if we are to 
stand all of the tests without snap- 
ping. God is as able and as willing 


as engineers are capable—The Evi- - 


dence. 








Our Visitors from Virginia

E. Sells attended Bible School, and 
when he was eighteen years old 
joined the Army. en World War II 
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came he was overseas, and when he 
came home he attended summer Bi- 
ble School at Somerset, Pa. He is now 
in Korea in the 24th Battalion. 
Brother Sells says, “In 1914 wife 
and I were saved, sanctified, filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and went to 
work for God the same year, I could 
never tell how many souls have been 
saved, sanctified, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost in our ministry, but my 
wife and I have worked hand in hand 
for God. We had an independent 
work, but in 1917 Rev. D. P. Barnett, 
who was state overseer of Illinois, 
came to our place at West Frankfort 
and set the church in order as a 
Church of God. We had to give up 
the church building we had ught 
but we stayed with our le until 
we built a nice church ding. In 
June, 1920, we went to Sesser, Ill., and 
s an open-air feria ace in the 
city park.

A large number were 
saved, sanctified, and filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and Brother T. S. Payne 
organized a church, with forty mem- 
bers.

“In 1925, we received a letter from 
Brother J. C. Coats, overseer of Mis- 
souri, asking us to pastor the Cant- 
well and Bonne Terre churches. In 
the fall of 1926, at the Assembly in 
Cleveland, Tenn., Brother H. N. Scog- 
gins asked us to go to Logan, W. Va.

“3. That all the children, both boys 
and girls, that may be born of this 
union shall be baptized and educated 
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solely in the faith of the Roman 
Catholic Church, even in the event of 
the death of my Catholic consort .. .” 

There are several other stipulations, 
all tending to give the Catholic Church 
a permanent grip on that family. 

It is contrary to the Word of God 
for a true believer to marry a Catho- 
lic—or an unbeliever or member of a 
false cult of any kind. The Christian 
should marry only “in the Lord” (1 
Cor. 7:39). Those who disobey God’s 
clear command to His people not to 
be “unequally yoked together” with 
unbelievers (2 Cor. 6:14) reap a terri- 
ble harvest of sorrow, disappointment 
and tears—The Convert, Box 333, 
Brooklyn, N. Y.

er of God moving. The last thing each 
one said to me when we left there, 
was that we pray earnestly for them 
to receive the Baptism real soon. One 
of his workers is a professor, and he 
and another brother are teachers in 
the language institute of San Jose. 
Another brother is an automobile 
salesman, but spends nearly all of his 
time for the Lord. One of the police 
inspectors of San Jose was saved and 
brought his family in, and they were 
also saved. He tells his brothers on 
the police force’ about salvation and 
is always trying to bring them to serv- 
ices. Places are hard to get in San 
Jose, and they are paying 300 colones 
(about $43) a month to rent a place 
for services. The work has increased 
so fast that they have had to knock 
out the walls in four rooms, and even 
then it is not large enough to hold 
the crowds. They have a lot in mind 
which they are praying for the Lord 
to hold for them until they can pur- 








chase it. Property costs plenty and is 
going up all the time. 


Marvelous Healings 

Many were healed by the power of 
God. Jesus was very real, and in His 
powerful name some felt His healing 
touch. A girl with tuberculosis was 
healed immediately after prayer was 
offered. She had not eaten anything 
to speak of for days, and was bed- 
ridden. After prayer she got up and 
wanted to eat. She was healed and 
made strong and is now normal. An- 
other with a piece of glass in her 
throat for nine years, passed the glass 
the next morning. The doctors were 
afraid to operate and suggested that 
she try to get along the best she 
could.
